Mannerheim, attacking the Reds' cap- 
Hal, Tampere, Following artillery pre- 
paration, the Whites drove the Reds 
center of the town, "Lehtimaki (the 
Red generaU drove up in an open 
car and flogged his men with the 
butt of a rifle until they went back 
(o their positions, but his personal 
courage was impotent against Man- 
ncrheim's generalship.

Tampere fell. Mannerheim took 10-' 
000 prisoners." 


But the war was not over. South- 


ern Finland was still held by the Work 
arriving to atlaekers Republic, whose 
Iroops oulnumbered the VvTHies. The 
Germans, arriving to allack Russia 
joined the Whites and on May 16 
General Mannerheim entered Heisink 
in triumph. 


Followed another terroristic period 


in which the Whites rounded up 80,- 
000 men and women in concentration 
camps. Probably 10,000 died. The whole 
war cost perhaps 24,000 lives. It ended 
on a curious note; the liberty loving 
Finns, perhaps grateful for German 
help, offered the Kaiser's brother-in- 
law the Finnish crown. The impend- 
ing defeat of Germany prevented his
